DOES COUNCIL SERVE THE
GAS COMPANY OR THE PEOPLE?

The People Will Know When It Acts on
Hall's Plan to Increase the Price of

Gas for the Benefit of the U. G. I.

OUNCILMEN who set up their judgment

against the judgment of the experts on

the Gas Commission are within their rights,

Just as they were within their rights when

they rejected the recommendations of the

engineers for the loeation of the Delaware
River Bridge.

While the Bridge Commission was prepar-
ing to mceept the report of the engineers
that the Philadelphia terminal should be at
Franklin  Square, the Council hurriedly
passed a resolution indorsing the Spriog
Garden street site and rashed it to the
meoting of the commission.

But the Bridge Commission ix
ereation of the City Council. The Gas Com-
misslon is. On November 30 an ordinance
was poassed providing for the employment of
three experts and two other persons to be
nppointed by the Mayor with the npproval of
tha Council, and this commission of five waa
directed to inquire into the gas situation
here and to outline a permanent policy for
the future.

This ordinance war voted for by sixtesn
Councilmen, inclnding Hall, Gaffney, Coxs
and Weglein, 1t was opposed by only five,
namely, Gans, Limeburoer, Montgomery,
Patton and Von Tagen. The division was
not on factional lnes An overwhelming
majority of the Counell apparvently wished
on November 30 ta got expert advice on the
desirability of substituting the British ther-
mal unit for the candle-power standard in
testing the gax and on the best plan to be
adopted for the future in view of the ap-
proaching expiration of the lease with the
U. G. 1,

The Gas Commission made its report on
May 10, in which it recommonded the tem-
porary continnapee of the Rritish thermal
unit of 530, the negotintion of a new lease
and provigion for enlarging the plant of the
company in order to enable it to meet the
inerensing demand for gas, The report
dealt with every phase of the subjeet, and its
recommendations were framed to proteet the
interests of the publie without interfering
with the legitimate rights of the leasing
company. .

Ope of jt& recommendations was that the
present priee of §1 a thousand eubie feet of
gas be retained until u new lease had been
negotiated, It" reported that wpon  the
present basis of cost the priee of gas should
be between £1.00 and £1.10, but that if the
prices of raw material continued to fall the
price in the latter part of the year shonld
not he more than 2105 But it did not
recommend that this pries be charged, Tt
gave those figures to show what the condi-
tiony were,

Now we have Councilman Hall, whe voted
for the appointment of the commigsion, set-
ting up his judgment againse that of the
experts, and proposing that the price of gas
be fixed at $1.25 for the nexy vear. The
passage of his ordinance would certainly
relieve the gas eompany, but it would not
get the eity any pearer to the settlement of
the gas problem than it & now. It ignores
the necessity for the Immedinte preparation
of plans for additions to the gas plant, addi.
tions which shoulil be completed, according
to the commission, not Inter than the autumn
of next year, It ignores the negotintion of a
new lease on o new bas=ts, 1t is merely a
mwakeshift, apd it Is such o makeshift as is
repugnant to the fudgment of the experts
on the Gas Commission Mr. Ma'thle, the
elinirman of the commisclon, says that if the
Hall ordinunee should be prssed the ity
wouldl surrender its coutrol over the situn-
tlon and put itself at the merey of the gas
company.

Furthermore, not all of these University
students are women nor are they all aseo-
eointed with pedagogy. The summer courses
nt Penn are exereising a wide and potent
appenl,

Although the registration will not be eon-
eluded until the end of the week, more than
1000 students nre already linted, exeeeding
last vear's total by more than 300, The
progress of this auxilinry enterprise of the
Tniversity Is ennvineing testimony of the
intellectnal nlertness of the community.

PLAINT OF UNENTERPRISING

HE Imporinl Conferenee in London ex-

perienesd a fit of depression not uninixed
with spleen the other day in econsidering the
resonrees and comprehensiveness of Ameri-
enn news distribution.

As it so happens that the United States

It is sn extenslon course for teachiers who
want to advance in their llmfashtnn and
lenrn more about school administration and
other essentinls of teaching. It mlso enables
obserfers to see all Kinds of teaching
methods in actunl operation.

“*All the usuul courses are taught during
the six weeks or so of the school, It Is a
more or lexs Informal course, inasmuch s
it Is open to teachers, university or college
ptudents, outside observers, those who want
to obtain eredits for college degrees or those
who slmply want to add to thelr equipment
and learning,

Country Teachers Interested

“"The greanter number of puplls are from
the rurnl distrietg, both from this and other
States, while a large number of county su-
perintendents and students anxious to make
up lost ground or progress in some special
field help to swell the numbers.

“After nll things nre considered, this is
one of the most r&nrtl\-o ways of improving
oneself a8 n teacher that one ean find,
outuide the field of experience itself.

*“When you consider that visitors are hers
from all parts of the world, the school takes
on during its term the aspect of a continued
world symposium of education, brln[l‘n% to
the student and observer the Intest and best
and most successful practice in the teaching
world.

““The school has been in existence for
twelve rears and enlists the services of about
100 teachers., It hag about 300 puplls, and
during the coursn of the summer the classes
attract about f00 observers.

“Fntrance to the courses requires the
taking of n number of nchievement tests,
Among these are the Monroe and Curtiss
sllent-reading test.  As both the intelllgence
